Nonce of Non-Responsive Amendment 

Applicant's election of Group I, Claims 1-6 and 9, filed on 1/28/05, is acknowledged. However, Applicant's response is not folly 
responsive to the prior Office Action mailed on 7/28/04, because of the following: Appicants fail to electe a single specific species as 
required under 35 US 121 (1). 

(A) In the prior Office Action it was stated in the paragraph No. 4(A) : 

If Group I is elected, applicant is required to elect a single specific X such as those recited in claim 2 (i.e., Tyr, Tyr-phe, Fhe-Pbe or 
Phe-Tyr), a single specific active ingredient such as those recited in claim 3 (i.e., anti-leukotrines, beta2 antagonists or 
corticosteroids), and if Group I is elected a single pro-inflammatory agent such as those recited in claim 6 (such as fMLP, activated 
complement fragment, leukotriene B4, platelet activating factor, IL-4, IL-6, IL-8, LL-10, IL-13 or TNPa). Hiese are distinct species 
because (heir structures and modes of action are different which, in turn* address different therapeutic endpoints. 

(B) In the prior Office Action, it was stated in the paragraph No.5. 

Applicant is advised that a response to ibis requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected consonant with this 
requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is 
allowable ox that alt claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
